The sueeess which has attended the system of femedial 
training in converting criminals into useful members of so- 
ciety, is as well known as it is gratifying to cvery lover of so- 
cial progress. Three institutions are necessary to the system : 
the Reformatory Schools which are at least preventive, the 
Convict Prison, which is corrective, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as confirmately-is essential to its complete de - 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants, as well as Ro- 
man Catholics, should have the benefit of each of these «e- 
rtments of the system, The Roman Catholics have estab- 
ished a fiourishing Keformatary Asylum at Golden-bridge, 
or members of their communion who have been discharged 
from prison; it is surely incumbent upon Protestants to es- 
tablish a similar institution. ‘This is now being attempted, 
and the present system of prison discipline holds out tothe 
inmates as an encouragement to good conduct the remission 
of a portion of the term of penal servitude ; the period so re- 
mitted to be passed in the unqualified liberty of the Asvium, 
as a preparationfor again enjoying the privileges and respon- 
sibilities of a social position, When established, the Pro- 
testant Reformatory Asylum may be expected to be almost 
self-supporting, and like the schools subsidized by govern- 
ment.

THe SINCLAIR DRINEING FOUNTAIN.— This structure, | 
erected at the extreme West end of Prince’s-street, 
Edinburgh, where the Lothian-road and Rutiland-street 
conjoin, was opened early on Saturday morning, and has 
since been visited by an immense number of persons. 
The idea carried out in this fountain originated with the 
late Lord Murray, whose suggestion it was to combine 
the drinking fountain for human . beings with troughs 
for horses and dogs ; and the structure in Prince’s-street 
is the first either in England or Scotland, we believe, 
which combines such features. It is called the “ Sin- 
clair Fountain,” in honour of Miss Catherine Sinclair, 
who generously headed the subscription list with the 
munificent sum of £100. The fund altogether amounts 
to £180, and will be more than sufficient to meet the | 
The fountain, which was designed 
by Mr. R. W. Billings, is in thestyle of the later or Italian 
period of Scotch architecture ; and the building, while 
sufficiently massive, is so treated as to harmonise with the 
surrounding architecture. It is of freestone, and has the 
base and general form of an equilateral triangle, its three 
sides or fagaldes being of similar aspect. The height of 
the erection from the level of the street is nearly fifeen 
feet, and the diameter at the base is five feet. Descend- 
ing through the building unseen, the water emerges 
through an ornamental pipe, of thistle shape, at which 
pendant ladles are filled by human drinkers, thence toa 
trough for horses, and finally, at the street level, into an- 
other for dogs. As the structure is triangular, a descrip- 
tion of one front is substantially one of all three. “The 
basement portion is some two feet high, with four 
semi-circular dog-troughs at the street level. <A 
foot higher, or three from the ground, is the horse 
trough; above this is the mouth of the discharge pipe, 
at which the ladles are filled. ‘The ladles, three in num- 
ber, are attached to hinged rings by chains, and are very 
conveniently placed. Rising some five feet above the 
basement are pillars with moulded capitals, supporting a 
square upper structure faced on each side as an arch, of 
which the outer ring is a scroll bearing an ins | 
varied in each case.

As an indication of 
the popularity of the fountain, and the interest it has 
already excited, it may be mentioned that on 
it was visited by 15,000 persons; while upwards of 500 
horses in cab and cart were refreshed with its waters. 
On Sunday, the visiters exceeded 20,000. To render the 
fountain useful at night, and to prevent collisions, three 
lamps on pillars have been erected beside it, one at each

“Sre,—I am directed by the Governor-General in 
Council to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 
174, dated the 28th day of February last, submitting for 
: an expression of the views of the Government of India a 
a relative to the admission of missionaries 
“to gac 


“2. It appears that in August, 1858, Mr. E. H. Ste- 
venson, on behalf of the American missionaries at 
Sealkote, inquired of the deputy-commissioner there, 
Mr. Prinsep, ‘whether there was any objection as to 
their visiting the Government gao!s for the purpose of 
talking with the prisoners and extending among them 
the knowledge of Christianity? Mr. Stevenson stated 
his belief that in the central gaol of Lahore the Gospel 
had in sortie instances been coriveyed to the prisoners 
by oral teaching and by the aid of Christian books and 
tracts, and that the Bible had recently been placed within 
the reach of the prisoners at Goojranwalluh. He asked, 
therefore, whether the missionaries might have access at 
fixed hours to ‘ the Sealkote Gaol,’ and expressed their 
readiness, if perniitted, to embrace so ‘ good an oppor- 
tunity of proclaiming the Gospél among men who from 
a circumstances might be disposed to listen and pro- 

t by it.” 

“3. Mr. Stevenson also asked whether the missionaries 
could have permission either ‘to raise a chabooral (or 
masonry platform) near the Cutcherry, for the purpose 
of preaching to the hundreds of idle men who are daily 
congregated there ;’ or ‘to preach within the Govern- 
ment enclosure without a platform ?’ 

“4, On the 8th of November, Mr. Prinsep forwarded 
Mr. Stevenson’s letter to the cduiniissiotier (Mr. Cust) 
for orders, stating that he saw no objection in either case 
to give the permission asked for; but the commissioner, 
oy the 16th of. November, proniptly refused permission, 
observing that the practice of admitting missionaries to 
preach to the convicts had been interdicted in the La- 
hore Central Gaol, and in other parts of the Lahore 
division. 

“5. On the 20th of January, however, Mr. Cust sub- 
mitted the correspondence for the perusal of the Judicial 
Commissioner, observing that when employed as a dis- 
trict officer in the North-West Provinces he (Mr. Cust) 
had been in the habit of adniitting niissionaries to his 
gaol, but that after late events he now thought the 
practice one which could no longer be permitted. 

“6. On the 26th of January the Judicial Commissioner 
(Mr. Thornton) submitted the papers to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, observing that though he condemned the com- 
pulsory attendance of a Mahometan or Hindoo convict at 
the preaching of a Christian clergyman, yet he questioned 
the justice of entirely excluding missionaries from the 
gaol, and so preventing the convict from receiving reli- 
gious. advantages. which he might be willing to accept. 
Mr. Thornton recommended that missionaries should be 
allowed to visit the gaois and to preach to such, and such 
only, of the convicts as might wish te hear them. 

“7. The subject was then referred by the late Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to the Financial Commissioner (Mr. 
Macleod), who on the 2lst of February repurted that, 
so far as other gentlemen are allowed to enter the gaols 


be allowed to do so, but that under the existing orders 
of Government no special opportunities could pe afforded 
to missionarie?, as this would commit the officers 
of Government in their official character to a recognition 
and facilitation of missionary efforts, Mr. Macleod, 
however, expressed his opinion that in declining to afford 
a missionary the opportunity of communicating reli- 
gious instruction to a convict,especially a life convict,the 
Government is responsible for withholding the Gospel 
from him, and took the opportunity of proceeding to 
discuss the question whether neutrality in religious 
matters is a position which “a Christian Government 
can maintain in India or not, and to declare his opinion, 
that while carefully abstaining from everything like 
force, constraint,or inducement by way of reward, 
with a view to proselytism, the Government should 
avow and evince a preference for the Christian reli- 
gion. 

“8. In your letter under reply the late Lieutenant- 
Governor has expressed his opinion that the exclusion of 
missionaries from gaols would not be an act of neu- 
trality, but rather the creation of a disability; that mis- 
sionaries should be allowed to visit gaols like other 
persons; that prisoners. should not be ‘exempted’ any 
more than free natives from the liability to hear the 
Gospel preached; and that the fear which the natives 
entertain is not of missionary a sgt but of forcible 
or fraudulent conversion. is honour, therefore, pro- 
poses that. missionaries should be allowed, henceforward, 
free entry to the gaols at certain hours, and the free 
exercise of their proper functions, subject to any pre- 
cautionary rules that it may be advisable to make. 

“9, The Lieutenant-Governor would not allow the 
missionaries to erect a platform for preaching near the 
Cutcherry, thinking it sufficient that they are at liberty 
there or elsewhere to preach to the people. 

“10. The Governor-General in Council cannot concur 
in the view taken of this question by Sir J. Lawrence 
and by theJudicial and Financial Commissioners of the 
Punjaub. 

‘41. The chief arguments by which the admission of 
missionaries to preach in gaols is supported seem to be-- 
first, that as all gentlemen are allowed to visit gaols, mis- 
sionaries ought not to be shut out. On this his Ex- 
cellency in Council observes, that there is no right on 
the part of any stranger to visit a gaol, and that although 
in practice all gentlemen are letin, this.is done, not in 
order that they may there exercise their calling,whatever 
that may be, but that they may see for themselves how 
the gaolis conducted.

HOWTH HARBOUR v. THE BOARD OF 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Latterly much has been said conce 
hitherto 1uuch-neglected Harbour of Refuge 
and its capability of affording a safe, commod 
easily accessible port for coasting or foreign-b< 
sels, but nothing has been stated to its preju 
could any allegation against the facilities which 
be sustained. R 

A report from the atithorities of the Board of Public 
Works sets forth that nothing in the way of repairs to 
the harbour or piers ismeeessary, save to a small portion 
of the East wall. This must bean oversight on the part 
of the engineer or other person who made such a report, 
as the body of the harbour from its entrance is completely 
choked up with an accumulation of stones drafted from 
the works under repair for the last few years, during 
which the removal of the larger foundation stones from 
the bottom gave scope to the heavy seas which run 
hereto wash in the smaller stones, &c., around the Light- 
house, which renders this harbour almost useless, except 
at high water. Even now there is a small craft lying 
aground close at the harbour’s mouth, not being able 
to get further inshore. The harbour has not been cleaned 
out (as can be verified by the inhabitants of the town) 
for twenty-six years, and should there have been such 
neglect at Kingstown, or in the Liffey, the attention cf 
the authorities would have been drawn thereto. 

The unassisted work of‘a dredging barge for, say, 
three months, would sufficiently cleanse this harbour 
for the present, and a yearly or even septennial repe- 
tition of the process would make it superior to most, 
and inferior to none, of its size along the coast. Vessels 
of two thousand tons burthen could easily enter and 
discharge or receive cargo, if they could only 
have a depth which a clean harbour would give 
them, that is from fourteen feet at low water. 
To my own personal knowledge there have been 
several fine merchant vessels -ast away,with great loss of 
life and property, within the last two years, in conse- 
quence of not being able to enter the harbour, and, being 
necessitated to go farther, were lost. The amount of 
property thus destroyed would be sufficient to re-con- 
struct the harbour here, where there is at; all seasons 
a depth of water sufficient to float as finea navy as ever 
was launched. 

For the purpose mentioned, this is one of the most 
suitable localities on the coast. All vessels coming for 
Northward, could put in here in case of S.W. winds, 
when they could not make Kingstown or Dublin, with- 
out great risk of loss of lifeand property. ‘The number 
of craft ofall tonnage annually using Howth harbour 
exceeds two thousand,an amount which would be in- 
creased tenfold were facilities supplied adequate to 
their requirements. 

The fishing interest ‘vould also receive an impetus 
from the fact that the take of the different boats em- 
ployed in that frequently precarious and not always 
remunerative occupation would meet an earlier market 
than, at present, when, for the most part, the trawlers 
run to Kingstown at a loss of time (and therefore 
money), and after losing sale, consequent on want of any 
opposition in the market, they have to beat out again, 
to double the Nose of Howth before they can regain their 
several stations for the next day’s haul. ‘The season for 
the Cornish fleet of fishing boats » coming here for their 
annual supply of herrings, &c., is at hand ; and although 
they occasionally put into this harbour, they more fre- 
quently go elsewhere, in consequence of the obstruc- 
tions to safe anchorage, owing to the cause specified

A PARIS FETR. 

All the bourgeoisie and the small remnant of the 
fashionable world of Paris are upon the railway to-day 
on their route to St. Germains, tempted by a fete that 
takes place annually in the magnificent forest. There 
are many attractive fairs held in different parts of Eu- 
rope which give infinite satisfaction to the commercial 
and to the gay world. There is that of Beauviere. at 
which all the south of France congregates, and a lively 
bustling scene it is; there is that of Nishni Novgorod 
in Russia, where in the course of one night a town of 
the most varied architecture, and a population of Mon- 
golians, Chinese, and Tartars seem to rise out of the 
ground by-the touch of the enchanter’s wand, and offer 
a scene of a most singular character; but for picturesque 
beauty, for scenic cileet, and for joyous amusement, 
there is none to compare with that which is now going 
fsrward to the great enjoyment of the whole neighbour- 
hood of the gay metropolis. A large space in the very 
heart of «he forest is dotted with white tents, marquees, 
booths, and wooden erections of every description, in 
whóch there are all sorts of active operations going for- 
ward. ‘There are jugglers swallowing swords, innu- 
merable yards of ribbon, and allowing themselves to be 
aimed at by a rifle, fired at, and catching the ball in the 
mouth; there are monkeys dancing on the tight-rope; 
conjurors of every kind; soothsayers who, for a small 
donation, will descant aceurately upon the past, the 
present, and the future; there are ball-rooms adorned 
with mirrors, candelebra, and Corinthian columns, where 
for two sous the dance may be enjoyed from grey-eyed 
morn to raidni:; “t; and to add to all these invitations to 
the forgetfulucss of sorrow and the enjoyment of the 
present, the culinary department is upon a scale of an 
equally extraordinary character; there are restaurateurs 
in whose spacious apartments you see your dintier roast- 
ed before your eyes, immense fires being kindled in the 
open air, before which may be seen the fowl selected 
by the hungry guest prepared. It is at night that the 
scene is most striking, when innumerable torches, co- 
Joured lamps, and variegated illuminations, give life and 
animation to the whole. Bands of enlivening music, 
interrupted by sounds and cries of every sort, are heard; 
but upon the whole the hearing is the sense the least 
gratified, for noise of every sort is predominant. The 
Visiterts are equally remarkable. The fashionably-attired 
lady, with the last new inventions described in Le Follet, 
finds in the dance her vis-d-vis, home rustic provincial, 
wearing the same coiffure that her grandmother did at 
the beginning of the last century; and, as all is liberty, 
equality, and fraternity on this occasion, the exquisite 
man of the day lounges at the dinner table by the side 
of the sturdy operative unacquainted with the maxims 
of Chesterfield, and astonishing his neighbour by the 
quantity and the rapidity of his meal. Everybody is 
determined to be gay and happy, and the consequence is 
one of these lively scenes that France alone displays.— 
Morning Post. —

SERIOUS mm AND BLOODSHED IN 
RIA. | 
(From the Correspondent of Glasgow Courier.) 

Berrovut, 18TH Avc., 1859.—My news to-day, I am 
sorry to report,is thoroughly warlike. On Sabbath 
last, after morning service in the chapel at Beit Mary, 
& quarrel arose between some Druses and Murronite 
Christians. Beit Mary is a village on Lebanon, about 
two hours” ride from this, and half an hour from Bru- 
manah, the seatof the Caimakan of the district. It is 
largely frequented by Europeans, chiefly French, at 
summer quarters. From less to more the quarrel 
which was at first trifling, assumed a more serious 
character, and called forth all the bitterness of spiris 
which exists between the two sects. Crowds gathered 
in to both sides, and the contest continued fiercely all 
day. ‘The Druses were the attackers, and followed the 
Christians into their houses, shooting and destroying 
allin their way. The result, according to the trust- 
worthy accounts of the day’s work, was 21 Druses and 
9 Christians (men) killed, and 3 women ; thongh report 
carries the numbers as high as 75 killedand 100 wounded 
The Europeans residing in the village for summer quar- 
ters took fright, and during the night the principal part 
returnedhere. The horse ofone of them was accidental] 
shot; and in one instance, which I find substantiated, 
eome valuables were pillaged from a house after its 
tenants had fled. Nwmerous reports were circulated of 
Europeans having suffered severely, but I am satisfied 
that these are without foundation—in fact, with the 
one exception mentioned, namely, the an clergy- 
man who lost his watch and some money, which were 
lying on a table. On Monday great efforts were made 
by the Druses to gather assistance, and to some extent 
they succeeded. A somewhat powerful Druse, Sheich 
Jusef Abdul Malek, of B’tater, with a following of some 


hundreds of men, joined the strife, but did not proceed 
so far as Béit Mary. “In his pro he barned some. 
Christian villages or groups of houses in a district called 


the Kurieh, and committed other destruction. Beit 
Maky was á by the Christians and pillaged by 
the Druses. No great conflict took place, however, 
throughout the day, both parties engaging chiefly in 
concentrating their power.

continuing his course at full speed during a dense fog 
such as ‘tlre witnesses describe, and as he himself ad- 
mits. Again, having passed one iceberg and seen ano- 
ther in Trepassy Bay, as also others seen by the ice 
pilot ubout Cape Race, the master was the less justified 
in running full speed when the fog came on at 4-15 a.m., 
and I look on it as a most providential circumstance 
that he fell in with the fishing schooner at anchor 
when he did. Had not such been the case his ship would 
inevitably have becn dashed against the exstern shore of 
Trepassy Bay, and many lives would in all probability 
have been lost, in which case Captain Halpin might now 
have to encounter a more serious charge in a higher 
court. I am, therefore, compelled to say that the omis- 
sion to slow the engine of his ship during a dense fog 
was the primary cause of the disaster; and I conse- 
i quently find that the loss of the Argo was occasioned by 
the default of the master. I transmit the master’s certi- 
ficate, and, having thus performed a painful and strict 
duty, and having also considered the accompanying tes- 
timonials to the character and professional ability of 
Captain Halpin, and being also aware by the evidence 
that the catastrophe was unattended with the loss of 
life, and that Captain Halpin has suffered severely by 
the loss of a valuable personal venture, I earnestly en- 
treat their lords!.ips of the Board of Trade to deal with 
his case as leniently as may in their judgment be con- 
sistent with the state of facts which I have herein 
reported and submitted for their lordships’ considera- 
ation.’ 

Captain Harris, the nautical assessor, expresses his con- 
currence in the report.

A DUELLIST OF THE OLD SCHOOL. 

Amongst the deaths in Paris, te be recorded without 
being deplored, isthat of thé once-renowned duellist, 
Choquart, who died in the hackney coach which was 
conveying him to the Hospital St. Louis. No one knew 
whence he came, nor who were his ancesiors, but it was 
generally supposed that he must have belonged to one of 
the great families of emigrés who fled at the time of the 
Revolution; for immediately after the Restoration he 
was admitted amongst the pages of the Tuileries through 
the protection of the Duchess de Berry. At the revolu- 
tion of 1830 he was in the Gardes du Corps, and at the 
dispersion of that body took to literature as the only 
resource to obtain a living. Although the greatest 
duellist 6f mioderii times, Choquart contessed himself 
singularly unfortunate in his speculations of this nature, 
for out of thirty duels he fought during his life he was 
worsted nine-and-twenty. times, and only once succeeded 
in wounding his adversary, his very best friend, with 
whom he had quarrelled on some frivolous pretext, and

whom he owned he would not have injured for the 
world. Ba, 
Numerous are the ánecúotes, most of them laughable, 
which are told of his belligerént humour. One day, at 
the Cale de Foy, being seated hext to an officer of 
Cuirassiers, whose face was hidden by the newspaper 
he was perusing, Choquart, after having tried in vain 
to secure the oificer’s attention, deliberately approached, 
and Khocking with his knuckles against the shining 
breastplate of the cuirassier, called out in a loud voice, 
“Holla, I say, is anybody inside?” Of course, the 
apswer was a curse and a blow on the part of tlie 
startled warrior, and a meeting for the next day, which 
cost i sm Choquart the littlé finget of his left hand, 
but did not cure him of his love of experiments and 
fighting. Sooh after, being at the Cafe des Mille 
Colonnes, he perceived his opposite neighbour busy in 
the perusal of the Constitutionnel, a paper to which he 
always most strongly objected: “ Monsieur,” said he, 
bending across the table and speaking in a voice trem- 
bling with rage, “when you have done with the Chari- 
vari?” “It is the Constitutionnel, Monsieur,” re- 
plied the reader, without looking up. Choquart pre- 
tended not to have heard, and renewed the question, 
“ Monsieur, when you have done with the Charivari ?” 
“But, sapristi, Monsieur, itis the Constitutionnel, I 
tell you.” Again did Choquart renew the question, 
until at length he bawled out, unable longer to contain 
his fury, and tearing the paper from the hand of the 
astonished strahger, said, “ So you make me out a liar. 
I say Charivari, and you answer Constitutionnel. If I 
tell a lie, we had better fight the matter out at once.” 
This time, fighting with pistols, Choquart got hit in 
the knee, from which he suffered a weakness to the 
day of his death ; and although constantly reminded of 


his imprudence by this lameness, and having been | 


likewise soused beneath a pump for 15 successive morn= 
ings by a peaceful, sensible individual, who refused to 
fight, and treated him in this manner every time he 
presefited himself before him to call him out, yet he 
has gone to the grave covered with the scars acquired in 
this kind of warfare.

Heaven poured down {its blessing in a powerful and 
irresistible manner, so that scores were praying, and 
hundreds were weepihg, and crying out, ‘ Praised 
God.’- The chief subjects in the prayers were a thanks- 
giving for that great and unparalleled visitation granted 
to us by God, manifested in the conversionof so many 
thousauds in our country, together with á prayer that 
He would go on to save the world, a supplication for 
natural rain for the earth, and for the restoration of 
peace in Italy.

THE NEW BRONZE COINAGE. 

The Mechanics’ Magazine has the tollowing in refer- 
ence to the expected issue of bronze coins:-=s

thing new? Is there such poverty of inventive skill 
among engravers and others that there is danger of get- 
ting something worse? Has no onein the kingdom 
talent enough to sketch out a design which should be at 
once syinbolical of the ocean sovereignty of Great Britain 
and a fit impression fora coin ? Alas for us if it be so! 
But it can scarcely be credited that a gentleman of so 
much taste as the present Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will quietly assume so discreditable a state of things, and 
thus allow King Charles I. tó be the author, of at least 
the patrén, of a désign for the hew coitlage of Victoria ! 
We put it to the right hon. gentleman to interpose the 
weight of his jadgment and aufhority, and to prevent a 
national disgrace. ‘The opportunity is a great one, and 
it ought not to be lightly treated. Probably, when the 
next new coinage---be it decimal or otherwise-—issues

Orme, have naturally directed attention to this, with 
one exception, the oldest house in the trade in London. 
Like some of our other well-known institutions, its origin 
is lost in obseurity, although, unlike many of them, 
wé are able to trace the founder, or, at any rate, the 
first of the dynasty in the person of Mr. Thomas Long- 
man. When the house commenced business we know 
not; the first time we find the nameis on the titlepage 
of “An Inquiry into our Ideas of Beauty and Virtue,” 
published in 1725, by J.'Osborn and T. Longman; and 
the same year we find a book of Whision’s bearing the 
same hames. At this time the sign of their house was 
the “Ship,” which in 1730 betame the “Ship and Black 
Swan.” What became of J. Osborn we cannot iell; 
but*infi 736 we find Thomas Longman alone in business, 
which he appears to have carried on very successfully 
until his death, in 1755. On the death of the first 
Thomas Longman, a nephew, of the same name, suc- 
ceeded to the business. He died Feb: 5, 1797; leaving 
two sons. Thomas Norton, the eldest, succeeded to 
the business. Mr. Owen Rees entered in 1794, and soon 
afterwards became partner, and the business was carried 
on as Longman and Rees till 1804. Mr. Rees retired 
from the business at midsummer, 1837, but died Sept. 
5, in the same year. In 1804 Mr. Cosmo Orme, a va- 


_lued assistant, had entered into partnership with Mr.

from the bankrupt, expressed a hope that he would 
be punétual in his payments, and said that he would 
do the best he could for him. 

After some further discussion, his Lordship made the 
following order, which gave satisfaction‘to both parties— 
viz., that a valuation should be made forthwith of all 
the goods under seizure, and in case the bankrupt 
should give such security as would be approved of by 
the official and trade assignees for the amount 
of such valuation, then that the goods ~ be 
handed back to the bankrupt; but in case 
such séctirity was not given in one week after the 
valuation, then that the goods should be sold. Also, 
that the bankrupt should undertake to file his schedule 
within six weeks, proceed to vouch the same, and give 
an account of his debts under the new trading.

Serjeant Fitzgibbon appeared for Messrs. Scott, and 
Mr. Dowse on the part of Messrs Benson, of Quebec, 
timber merchants. 

Mr. Dowse, in reviewiug the particulars of this case, 
said that a petition for an arrangement had been origi- 
nally lodged by the bankrupts, but an objection had 
been made to it, on account of the existence of a trust 
deed by which the Messrs. Scott were not able to carry 
out the terms which they proposed; and their affairs 
were consequently submitted to the court; The entire 
debts of the Messrs. Scott amounted to about £120,000 ; 
their good and bad debts returned amounted to only 
about £1,600 ; and their chattel property to meet their 
liabilities was only £36,687. In making out their schedule 
they endeavoured to account for the condition of their 
affairs by stating that between November, 1857, and July, 
1858, a depreciation took place in their shipping to the 
extent of £14,046, though how they arrived at that con- 
clusion it never clearly appeared. They also accounted 
for tlicir embarrassed circumstances by a deprecia- 
tion in the value of their house property in Queenstown, 
during the same peridd, to the extent of £5,979, which 
was equally inexplicable, inasmuch as during that time 
nothing eXtrdofdinary hdd occurred in thdt lotality to 
effect so yreat a change in the value of house property. 
Allowing, however, for the depreciation in the shipping, 
there was on the face of the balance-sheet a large deficit, 
for which no satisfactory explanation had been given to 
the court; and in opposing the application for the bank- 
rupts’ certificate, he would rely upon the principal facts 


It appeared from the evidence and depositions of the 
bankrupts themselves, that they did not keep books of 
such a character and in such a way as would have 
reasonably been expected from gentlepren of their posi- 
tion in the comfiercial world. The truth was that the 
smallest trader in the community would have kept his books 
so as to show his losses and gains in business, far more 
satisfactorily than the Messrs. Scott; and unless some ex- 
cuse were shown for such conduct better than any that 
had yet been furnished, he thought his lordship would 
be justified in marking his disapproval of it by withhold- 
ing his certificate for such a length of time as might 
seem fit to him. He also objected to the application on 
the ground that the Messrs. Scott had availed themselves 
largely of accommodation bills: Such bills might be 
overlooked under certain circumstances, but a trader 
could not make a habit of dealing in them without in- 
curring great risk of disgrace, for persons who dealt in 
them created a fictitious capital and deteived the public, 
who supposed thet these bills represented a property 
which they did not. Another objection consisted in the 
general state of the accounts, which were most unsatis- 
factory, and on which any of the creditors might rely in 
opposing the application of the bankrupts. ‘There were, 
however, peculiar circumstances in the transactions 
between Messrs. Scott and the Messrs. Benson 
which rendered his case stronger than, perhaps, 
that of atiy other creditors. Mr. Benson, one 
of the firm; in his affidavit stated that their claim 
amounted to £4,467, alatze portion of whieh—viz. 1,641/, 
—-was contracted for under peculiar circumstances. 
In the Spring of 1857, the Messrs. Scott had bought from 
them two cargoes of timber, which were delivered in 
Queenstown, and tor which bills of exchange for the 
amount of £3,000 were drawn upon them at four 
months, and bills of lading were transmitted. Shortly 
after, and before the expiration of the four months, 
other vessels of the Messra..Scott. were consigned to 
Messrs. Benson, who were directed to load them with 
timber, which was accordingly done, and which arrived 
in the Autumn of 1857. It was then that the dealing 
as regarded the £1,641 eominenced. The bills of lading 
in the’e casey: were transmitted to Mr. Chapman, the 
banker of the Messis. Benson in London, with direc- 
tions to draw upon the Messrs. Scott for the amount, and 
not to give up the bills of lading until they either gave 
cash or good security for the payment, and to satisfy 
himself fully of the solvency of the parties, At this 
time the bills which had been previously given for 
£3,000 had not become due, and, of course, were not paid. 
Mr: Chapman accordingly wrote a letter to Messrs. Scott, 
dated 5th October; 1857, stating his instructions, 
and requesting to know whether they were in 
solverit circumstances, of which he (Mr. Chapman) had 
then, no doubt, but he wanted merely to satisfy his 
principal upon the question, for he believed that he was 
ing. with men of candour and _ integrity. 
Mr. Philip Scott replied to that letter Wy one dated 10th 
October, 1857, in which he stated that the meansof his 
firm were ample to meet their liabilities, though they 
had lately invested a considerable sum in building, and 
also in the purchase of large ships; that their accep- 
tances were perfectly safe, and that they would be re- 
gularly paid; yet the Messrs. Scott subsequently ad- 
mitted that in the next month, November, they were 
insolvents. Mr. Chapman, not being satisfied with this 
explanation, wrote another letter, dated 12th October, 
1857, stating that he had heard theré was cross-paper 
between them and the Messrs. Willis, of Liverpool, one 
of whom was a brother-in-law of one of the Messrs. 
Scott, and also that some of their ships had been mort- 
gaged to the Messrs. Willis, and that in consequence of 
this information he would not give up the bills of lad- 
ing at present. The Messrs. Scott answered that letter, 
by another dated the 14th October, and from the fa- 
vourable representations contained in it, Mr.

THE BUILDERS’ STRIKE. 

Notwithstanding the cotinter movement which has 
taken place, the Operative Committee still express the 
greatest confidence. Remittances, they state, are 
flowing in from all parts of the country, and during 
Saturday afternoon £50 was received from the brick- 
layers of Glasgow, and various smaller sums trom dif- 
ferent parts, whilst the £200 from the Society of London 
Compositors, which will be received before Monday, 
will enable the executive to declare a larger dividend 
to the lock-outs and men on strike than they received 
last week. 

The Anti-Strike Society, on the other hand, has 
been working with the greatest energy during the past 
week. Though little more than a week old, they have 
concerted their pians and opened two committee-rooms, 
printed and circulated 40,000 well-written handbills in 
reply to the incorrect statement of the Conference 
upon the declaration, and convened seven public meet- 
ings, four of which consisted in great measure of trade 
society men. ‘Thesé théh liave been allowed to express 
their opinions freely ; but it is stxted that they have 
refused to accept a public debate, although their leaders 
have been repeatedly challenged to do so. At the close 
of the meetings many non-society menu have enrolled 
their hames—about 400 in all—as ready to go to work, 
aecepting the declaration as a “ shop rule.” 

Mr. C. Miils, the secretary to the Anti-Strike Com- 
mittee, in a letter to the 7imes of Monday, says :—“ A 
master employing about 500 hands informed me yester- 
day, that, in the event of the men holding out next 
week, he was determined to patronise the German labour 
market, and employ foreigners at a rate of wages equal 
to one-thitd less than he has been in the habit of paying 
for English operatives.” 
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Tue STRIKE AND Benerit Socretres.—A_ deputation 
of operatives, who are affected by the struggle in the 
building trade, made their appearance at the West- 
minister Police Court, on Thursday, and affirmed the 
truth ofa declaration which they had drawn out with 
a view to put themselves right with the public. This 
declaration is in answer to some of the accusations 
that have been made against them respecting their 
interference w:th the work assigned by the masters. An 
intcresting conference took place between the magis- 
trate and the deputation, in which it appeared that 
sums of money are contributed ftom several benefit 
societies for the assistance of the men on strike. 
This practice was severely censured by Mr. Day- 
man, who said that tie rules of these benefit societies 
were certified according tolaw by a revising barrister, 
and should be held inviolate. They were orginated for 
specific purposes, having no connection with the main- 
tenance of men upon the “turn-out,” and the funds 
could not be properly appliedto their aid. Nine hun- 
dred and ninety-nine men out of a thousand in a benefit 
club might vote away the funds for the assistance of 
men upon the strike, but if the thousandth man objec- 
ted that it was eontrary to the rules, and took the 
matter into the Court of Chancery, the treasurer of 
the society or club would find himself ina very awk- 
ward position. He, therefore, recommended that the 
applicants should bring what had fallen from hi 
to the notice of their friends, in order that the 
funds of benefit societies should only be applied to the 
purposes for which they were sanctioned by the rules.—
